On the first of January a new Dean took over the leadership of 
thé Faculty of Arts, and if it is permissable to form' a fairly correct 
estimate of his character and purpose from the substance of recent 
interviews given to the local press he brings along with the record 
of a distinguished academic career a very definite idea, which he 
evidently means to impress upon this University and upon the Fac- 
ulay of Arts in particular. It is by no means a new idea that Dr, 
Laing brings, but a very old and a very excellent one— one that has 
been in a perilous state of coma for some time past. 

In a newspaper interview of a few days ago Dr. Laing said: 
"Our system of education is almost in a precarious position. The 
trend of modern thought is towards utilitarian aims in many fields 
of human endeavour. It is unfortunate that Utilitarianism should 
have- invaded the academic world. There is too strong a tendency 
trtlay to throw cultural education into the discard and to concen- 
trate on instruction that will bring immediately apparent results.'' 
This statement has a frank and virile sound about it that must ring 
gratefully upon the ears wearied for so 'long by the interminable 
refrain of recent years, that the sole and true aim of 'higher educa- 
tion is to make the educated man a "success" in the outside world, 
when "success" is to be translated by the acquisition of a large 
quantity of dollars and cents. 

The new Dean of the Faculty of Arts has swung to the other 
extreme, lie' hases his hopes of the revival of the true academic 
spirit on the study of the classics. Under the present conditions 
this goal seems just a little too lofty to be attainable, but then Dr. 
Laing is an idealist, and that is just exactly what the Faculty of 
Arts' needs at the present time to combat the ever-growing mater- 
ialistic tendencies of the day. v 

For several years past it has become evident that the Arts 
Faculty has been allowed to lag a little in the race. Vacancies in 
departmental headships and other positions on the stall, including 
thcMcanship itself, were left vacant. This has now been rectified 
to some. extent and it is to be hoped that the new Dean, inspired 
»-w.îth the love of iearning for other than purely material ends, may 
make of thc.Arts Faculty the leading Faculty of the University in 
well as in title. 

irt from the effect of his ideals upon the future progress of 

faculty, Dr. Laing is likely to have a considerable influence 

upon. McGill as a whole, for the wealth of a University consists 

largely in its outstanding personalities, and in their ability to leave 

their stamp upon the minds of those with whom they may come 

in contact. In the meantime the new Dean will not lack an ample 

'field for the exercise of his very welcome principles.

The following letter has been receiv- 
ed by Mr. J. Howard T. Falk, Director 
of Social' Service, from E- W. Beatty, 
President of the C. P. R;, and Chancel- 
lor of the University. It is indicative of 
the general interest among prominent 
men. in the community for the course oi 
lectures being given by the Department 
of Social Service on vital social prob- 
lems. 

Dear Mr. Falk: 

I have received your letter of the 16th 
ultimo enclosing announcement olf a 
course of five lectures to be given dur- 
ing the prcsenj month under the auspices 
of the Department of Social Service of 
McGill University. 

I am quite in accord with the scheme 
of this course of lectures and very much 
impressed with its value as a means of 
disseminating important and almost ne- 
cessary information in respect of com- 
munity welfare. There has not been 
sufficient effort to bring to the attention 
of the citizens of Montreal and other 
centres .the .importance of Khese, social 
.problems with which our people are 
faced in every large centre. 

I sincerely trust that the success of 
the lectures will more than justify the 
enterprise of your Department in initial- 
ing them.

In . those days every worth- 
while Roman' began a diary and the 
workmen in tHe public quarries felt 
ery much relieved, when a few days 
later, the entries ended. 
In those days, too, prohibition must 
ave been in force, for Janus carried 
his left hand a large cellar key 
made of gold and had the privilège 
of any citizen's cellar and it was us- 
ually on the first day of the year that 
anus, literally speaking, consulted all

In other words if their gaits 
were such that they required a wider 
range than the straight and narrow 
path, Janus instituted a system of 
correction. 

Of course having two , faces also 
had its inconveniences. For instance, 
when Janus called on his sweetheart 
on Saturday night and had to shave 
in 4 minutes and 17 seconds and 2-5, 
it required a quick movement to go 
over two faces, unless he was ambi- 
dextrous and could have shaved both 
faces at the same time.

Lynch, McGerrigle, Kent Per- 
formed Well for McGill 

Displaying a marked superiority over 
their rivals in every department of the 
game and weeding an attack which 
many a senior iteam would be proud of 
the intermediate hockey squad skated 
their way to a clean-cut victory over 
the Huntingdon team, at the lattcr's 
arena on Saturday, night, making it two 
straight wins in the City League Series. 
The score 7 to 1 just about show? the 
respective strength of the teams. From 
the moment that "Shorty" -Lynch scored 
his 'first well earned goal early in the 
opening period until Frederick sagged 
the net for McGill's scvcn.h counter, 
near the close of the final frame the 
outcome of the contest was never in 
doubt. The Montreal boys easily out 
sîcated the Township men : McGerrigle 
in particular showing amazing hursts of 
speed down the ice. The continued cold 
weather had put the rink in excellent 
condition for the game but the surface 
was the smallest McGill men have yet 
played on and consequently their speed 
was not so great an advantage. On a 
larger rink, their fast skating would 
probably have enabled them to pile up 
a still greater score. 

lixcept during the first few minute 
of the opening period, the McGill tea-.r 
work was of a high order- Their pass- 
ing was very accurate, five of the seven 
goals scored being the result c'. r pretty 
combination plays- The work of McGer- 
rigle and McN'ider on the defence is 
worthy of particular praise. So steady 
was this pair I'.hat in the first two per- 
iods the Huntingdon outfit was unabie 
to get anywhere near the Collegians net. 
In the opening session Moran was called 
upon to make but three stop* which he 
took care of in handy fashion. The 
mobility pi the opponents to penetrate 
the McGill defence resulted in long 
sl'.ots from away outside, and as the 
Huntingdon forwards were not very ac- 
curate, the McGill goal was not se- 
riously threatened. 

The forward line, Lynch, Kent and 
Frederick were in excellent form and 
completely bewildered ilhc opposing 
wings. Jack Lynch who jumped into 
the limelight in the recent three game 
scries in Boston, lived, up to his reputa- 
tion. His stickliandling was beautiful, 
and he was by far the most elusive man 
on the ice. The Huntingdon team seemed 
unable to check him and time and again 
he would, evade two and three men and 
skate down the rink. He started the 
count by scoring the (first two goals, 
both of which were well earned. Kent 
who was elected temporary captain be- 
fore ithe match celebrated, by playing a 
very pretty game; he was the most con- 
sistent man on the team and in ad- 
dition tallied twice.

Cambridge, Mass.. Jan. 7i\i.— Interest 
here in the Washington Conference re- 
ceived an impetus a month ago which 
is so sustained in its dtfects that at this 
late date it is worth discussing- 

On November 15th, six Harvard stu- 
dents, nationals of I' ranee, England 
Japan, China; Italy and the United 
States, met to discuss the following re- 
solution, before an audience of 350 stu- 
dents; "Resolved : That to prevent the 
r.cxt war it' is necessary that there, be 
universal recognition of the Open Door 
policy; that thee be an immediate and 
compjetc naval holiday; that there be a 
progressive reduction of all armaments; 
that there be free admission of Germany 
and Russia to the family of nations; and 
(liât there be an association 'of all na- 
tions to establish and maintain justice." 
The meeting was under the auspices of 
the Harvard Student Liberal Club; 
Lieutenant-Governor Alvan T. Fuller of 
Massachusetts presided. 

Seated about » conference table simi- 
lar to the one at Washington, the. six 
aforementioned students seriously con- 
sidered the problems over which the dip- 
lomats in Washington arc working 
Three hundred and fifty other students 
listened attentively and tensely to their 
arguments as each presented the case for 
his country, By the time the tonnai 
speeches were over and the discussion 
thrown open to the floor, the interest 
and enthusiasm rivalled that of a foot- 
ball mass meeting. Men jumped to titcir 
feet calling for the floor; niaity spoke 
simultaneously; each clause of the re- 
solution was hotly contested; and after 
three hours of fierce debate it was- the 
sense of ithc meeting that there should 
be universa*. recognition oii the Open 
Door policy in China, an immediate and 
complete naval holiday, progressive re- 
duction of all armaments, and an asso- 
ciation of nations: it was voted that 
Germany be invited to join *he confer- 
ence both in Havard and in Washington, 
but that Russia remain outside the pale 
until she had proven her government re- 
sponsible. 

China Strikes Keynote 
The conference was particularly for- 
tunate in having an enthusiastic and elo- 
quent Chinese student strike the key note 
of the meeting in his opening speech. 
"Young China," he said, "wishes to greet 
this assembly with a message of heart- 
felt good will, welcoming it not only 
with an open door but with an open 
mind and an open heart. Human nature 
is the same die world over — the instinct 
of self preservation is not particular to 
any particular race or particular nation. 
From this observation, we learn the 
principle of give and take, violation of 
which, is the primary cause of all wars. 
So. to prevent the next war. we Chinese 
offer you the Open Door policy in 
China. — but with a new meaning con- 
firmed by the Chinese idea of justice- 
By th'. 1 Open Door policy we mean that 
we open our door as an independent 
sovereign ration comprising all the ter- 
ritories bWoi-ging to us and nil the nine- 
teen province»." 

British Defend Anglo- Jap Pact 
It lei] to the lot of the English dele- 
gate ;o defend the Anglo-Japanese Alli- 
ance and the "navalistic" policy of Great 
Britain. The maintenance of the sover- 
eignity and integrity of China was de- 
ivircd to be the explicit object of the 
first. "For will not the Atiglo-Janancsc 
Treaty restrain Japan's perhaps too ex- 
aggerated demands and at tlx same thnc- 
M-rve her in good stead both for hei 
vrancial credit and political aspirations? 

The navalistic policy of England was 
upheld on tile grounds of scl'i defense. 
Tor forty-fix weeks in the ye-ir, the 
British people depend entirely on :m;i >r 
tal.'ons for food. Every menace to Eng- 
land, :heif, necessitates the maintenance 
oi a fleet, a fleet which must i>c large.-- 
net in order to donvuatc the seas r„n 
rule the w orld, but to withstand the at- 
tacks of sniall fleets," 
French Lieutenant "Still Wars on 
Germans 

A -soldier blinded in the war, wearing 
the uniform of a French officer and 
decorated by the Croix dc Guerre and 
the Victoria Cross, spoke for France. 
His persona! experience was too rccc.: 
an. I too tragic ior him to discuss Ger- 
many >n any terms other than those of 
our'"pcrfidious enemy." M. Envin said • 
"This constant menace to the peace of 
France demands the maintenance of an 
army which can. under no circum- 
stances, be reduced at the present time 
Our only hope for peace in the world 
today is an alliance between England. 
France and America." 

Italian Delegation Conciliatory 
Signor Pincheric, the Italian delegate 
who left Italy only two months ago. was 
Convinced that European reconstruction 
could take place only after disarmament 
and the recognition of the principle of 
"arbitration by conference."' "The sur- 
vival of the "warlmind" must be pre- 
vented- "At the signing of the armis- 
tice," he said: "Italy was uttcrlv ex- 
hausted but she showed her spirit by 
giving from her depleted resources to 
the relief df her foe, Austria." 
Liberal Speaks for Japan 
Like Mr. Li, Mr. Iwamo'.o spoke for 
the youth of his country, — from the lib- 



eral rather than the imperialistic point 
of view. He, too, defined the Open Door 
policy as one giving no country any 
special privileges in China, agreeing with 
the president of the University of Tokio 
that: "it is unfair to ask for any spe- 
cial privilege whatsoever over any other 
foreign country, for such privilege will 
tend to stagnate the national morality 
of my coutnry, as well as to weaken 
national activity." 

"In connection with die Open Door 
policy in China, every country," said Mr. 
Iwamoto, "beginning with Japan, should 
give up her lease when the present term 
expires. No county should lease part of 
another country. Some oil the Japan- 
ese will object that without special pri- 
vilege in Manchuria, in the face of an 
evergrowing population with scanty na- 
tional resources, the Japanese nation 
will starve or demoralize- All right, the 
starvation oi seventeen million Japan- 
ese is a.s nothing compared to the estab- 
lishment of these ttwo fundamental prin- 
ciples in the new international law, be- 
cause nothing else can do more to safe- 
guard iuturc peace of the world.'.' 
United States Speaks for League 
Contrary to the example set by the 
Washington Conference, the delegate 
from the Washington Conference, the 
delegate from the United States was the 
last to speak. In the aims and purposes 
of the Arms Conference he saw two dis- 
cernible questions : — "the demand for re- 
lief from the increasing burden of ex- 
penditures for armaments, and the de- 
fense of each country from the destruc- 
tion following another war." "America's 
position differs from that of any other 
country," said Mr. Fanning. "She is not 
likely to be invaded nor exploited. She 
is geographically isolated, but anything 
which interferes with the world trade 
of the production cif things civilisation 
needs is her injury- The United States is 
in a very anomalous position. She has 
efuscd to join the League of Nations, 
but she called a conference in which she 
asks other nations to subordinate their 
interest for the good of the whole." 
The German Protest 
When .the meeting was thrown open 
to the floor by Chairman Fuller, a boy 
jumped to his feet to protest as a Ger- 
man student in the University the ex- 
clusion of Germany from the Washing- 
ton Conference. "With the termination 
of :the last conflict,' he said, '"war was 
brought to an end- We were all glad. 
The world stood on tip-toes looking in 
the future. There was great expecta- 
tions. Now steps surely must be taken 
to come, to a real understanding, and 
through real Understanding, to pcaçe. 
Then came the Arms Comtcrcncc. 'Now,' 
we thought, 'our expectations arc to he 
realized.' But first Germany must be 
recalled to the family of nations. You 
will say slit has renounced her rights In- 
ker acts. Even if this were true, ithc 
Conference would still be a mock family 
reunion, for you have killed the tatted 
calf and neglected to invite the prodigal 
son. 1 move, then gentlemen, that it be 
the sense of dlis meeting that Germany 
should have been invited to the Con- 
ference at Washington and should be 
represented here tonight." 

This motion was immediately seconded 
by Robert Wormser. president of the 
Student Liberal Club, wiio said: 'To 
some it may seem of little importance 
how we vote on these questions. Two 
years ago the students of. China dis- 
agreed with the government policy and 
walked out oi the universities, forcing 
the government to change- The Debat- 
ing Union in Cambridge University, 
England, was considered important 
enough to be consulted on a point in the 
Versailles Treaty. The services of stu- 
dents arc accented in times of war with- 
out question. Should our services not he 
jus: as valuable in helping prevent the 
next war? One of the steps toward this 
is to invite Germany to our Confer- 
ence:" 

A standing vote was taken; the affir- 
matives had it. and the German stu- 
dent :took his place between the Fremh- 
man and the Englishman on the plat- 
form. 

A student, who told the Conference 
he was a Filipino next pleaded for the 
admission of the dcpendcrcics of great 
nowers such as Ireland, India and the 
Philippines, to the association of na- 
tions. 

Russians Wrangle Over Represen- 
tation 

Representation ior Russia was not so 
easily disposed of. The first to speak- 
er her was a Russian, who greeted the 
assembly;- in the ancre of the Russian 
workers. He upheld the Sov'et, its ideals 
of liberty, and the execution of these 
ideals. "Rules cannot be passed and en 
forced on fifteen million Russians- who 
Vpve no voice in the making of them." 
srd M. Maximan, ''for would this rot 
tin taxation without representation? Can 
such an attitude insure peace or war" 
Are nations, because the yare 'person? 
non grata': to the Allies to he excluded' 
Let thisj: then, he a Conference, said 
he. "not if chosen nations, but of all 
nations: birr and small, capitalist and 
communist, ebi'Hrcn and stepchildren," 
An apiticratir advocate for Ctrorist
